The report of the last meeting was read 


and accepted. 


In his remarks Supt. Whitcomb said it 


is time to ask tho city council for new 
school houses. We want one on the lot 
at the corner of John and Paige streets, 
to be used as a. manual training- school, a 
drill shed and to relieve the crowded con- 
dition of the present High school. . 


We need an eight-room addition to the 


Varnum school; aud an addition must be 
made to the Aiken avenue school. In 
Pawtucketvllle pupils are crowded into 
the hall, and in this section we need a 
four-room primary school building. 


Supt. Whitcomb also spoke of his visit 


to Indianapolis, which city he said has 
the reputation of having the best schools 
In the United States. The schools are 
exceptionally fine, he said. Of the 150 
rooms I visited, I did not see a poor one, 
and I do not believe there is a poor teaoh- 
er in the olty. These schools were or- 
ganized in 1362 with 1200 pupils and 23 
teachers.

I cannot do it; for there are 
253 day school teachers and 
1613 In the 


evening schools and If you divide, the al- 
loted time you will see just what time I 
cau devote to each room.

mar masters. They have eleven super 
visiors to assist In the work. 
Here in 


Lowell it might be said we have ten dif- 
ferent systems; for every (frammar sec- 
tion stands by itself.

Supt, Whitcomb remarked, -however, 


that here in Lowell, our grammar mas- 
ters and-their first assistants are very 
good teachers, 


"I am not'going to ask you to (five me 


a dozen supervisors but -what will you say 
to giving me one supervisor?" asked Snpt. 
Whitcomb. If I suggest to you that you 
give me a supervisor, it is not with the 
idea that m work will be less. I would 
suggest to you that you give me a super 
visor when you get around to it and that 
the supervisor be a lady." 


Mr. Everett asked for an appropriation 


of ?100 to defray the expenses of 
the 


graduation of the evening high school. It 
was voted. 


Mr. Everett wanted to know if in time 


there will come a division of the high 
school. 
That is, will it not be necessary 


to have two schools of exactly the same 
grade, or else one English high school and 
| a classified high school. 


This led to an informal discussion, and 


finally on motion of Mr. Everett it was 
voted to instruct the superintendent to 
ask the city council for new schools.

southern member of Major McKinley's 
cabinet is to be James A. Gary ol Balti- 
more, whose indorsement 
was 
much 


stronger than that ol any other aspirant 
for the honor south of Mason and Dlxon's 
line. 


It is generally aoeepted that his port- 


folio is to be the postmaster generalship, 
although this has not been absolutely de- 
cided upon. 


Judge Gar}1 cannot be considered a 


representative southerner, for his family 
went to Maryland from Massachusetts, 
and-his personal oharaoterlstics are ol 


the Yankee stamp. He is reported to be 
a man of marked business ability and he 
is one of the most prominent bankers in 
Maryland. 


While to the country at large, Judge 


Gary is not very well known.this (act is not 
by any means to his disadvantage. Those 
cabinet members who are the least known 
at the outset often prove to be'the ablest 
officials, and Gary's record in business 
ought to be a guarantee that he will ad- 
minister the post office department in a 
satisfactory manner. 


There Is au element of uncertainty in 


the matter ol Colonel MeCook's appoint- 
ment, although the friends of the New 
York attorney regard his selection as 
practically decided upon. 
II this shall 


prove to be the ease, the indignation ol 


the American people will be made mani- 
fest In no uncertain manner. MoCook Is 
a railroad and corporation attorney of 
the most objectionable type, and Ids con- 
nection with the sugar trust and other 
monopolies will inevitably mean the ad- 
ministration of the department of Justice 
in the interests of the great combines. 
MeCook is, Inrthermore, a machine poli- 
tician whose subserviency to Tom Platt 
has never been questioned, and his incum- 
bency of the great omoe of attorney gen- 
eral cannot but discredit the McKinley ad- 
ministration at the very beginning. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that such an appoint- 
ment has not been decided upon and that 
Major .McKinley will not take the fatal 
step of calling any man of the -MeCook 
stamp to his council table.

THE CHIEF OF FIRE DEPART- 


MENT TO BE ELECTED .

The charter amendment-aot is as fol- 


lows: 


Section 1—The city council of the city 


of Lowell and each branch thereof, shall 
have and exercise all the power "and 
authority relative to the election or ap- 
pointment of city offleers, or tho con- 
tinuation of appointments to office which 
were vested in them prior to the'enact- 
ment of section one ol chapter 415 of the 
acts of 1896. 


Section 2—The chief of the fire depart- 


ment of said city shall be elected by con- 
current vote of both branches of the city 
council. 


Section 3—The city council shall by or- 


dinance determine what officers shall be 
the heads of the various departments ol 
the city government. The head of the. 
department of supplies may sell' or dis- 
pose of the.personal property of the city, 
upon the recommendation of the mayor 
and of the head of the department 
to 


which such property belongs, except the 
products of the city farm, which the su- 
perintendent of said farm shall, have-'the 
right to dispose of. 


Section 4—All ordinances ol said city 


inconsistent herewith are hereby annulled 
and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. • 


Section 5—This act shall take effect, 


upon Its passage.

When the sailor comes into port, he 


is met down the bay by a boardiuf; j 
noose master, and us he lias no friends i 
and no rnoaua ho falls into tha hands oi j 
this man, who takes Jack ashore to ii j 
saloon, inclucas him to drink frailly and 
takOR good care cE him for sevcrel dnys. 
Whou (he saiJor recovers coui-ciocsue.S3,

little variation. 


Men with any touch of independence 


in them will not stand this treatment, 
and the continued existence of tuu sys- j 
tern iu this couutry has resulted in the ] 
degradation of the America!) sailors and 
the decline of our merchant marine. It 
also has an effect on our u;u'al force, as, i 
while advances have been made iu the 
construction of our warships, nothiug 
has been done to train good sailors, and 
we hava now fine ships that are not well 
manned because tho men who vrould 
njuko yood sailors will notremain such. 
In other countries the crimping system 
has been almost entirely abolished. The 
punishment for impressing men iuto the 
service in that way is severe. 


.While the system has been discoun- 


tenanced by our congress and condemned 
by American 
shipowners, the lawa 


framed with a view to suppressing it 
have been so loosely constructed that it 
has been impossible to secure a convic- 
tion under them. A measure devised by 
congress—the creation of shipping com- 
missioners' offices—has been ctterly in- 
effectual, as these commissioners appear 
to be in league with the shipowners and 
have been selected largely from 
tho 


ranks of the crimps themselves, for, | 
while the shipowners say they disap- j 
prove of the system, the facts appear co ! 
justify the statement that they derive 
some benefit from it and donot discour- 
age it, as by its operations they are en 
ableu to hire men nt whatever they wish 
to pay, and wages can, thus be kept 
down. 


The remedy would seem to lie iu 


making it illegal for the sailor to sign 
away his future wages to any one noc a 
member of his family. If the crimp 
were unable to get the sailor's money, 
he would shortly lose all interest in 
Jack's welfare. The suggestion to H-' 
oense the crimps would merely result in 
greater misery and closer slavery for the 
sailor, who would, in the end, pay the 
fee. 
And aa for the plea that American 


shipowners and sailors are dependent 
upon the crimping system for protection 
against foreign competition, the weak- 
ness of that argument oan be shown by 
a single statement: In the coasting 
trade, which is absolutely protected by 
American lairs, 95 per cent of tbe men 
are foreigners.

quiry. In the meantime, all talk of ul- 
timatums and calls for warships IB pro- 
nounced to be without foundation. The 
department of state, in this case, as In 
others preceding It. has Insisted upon a 
full Investigation, and lias asserted Its 
right to know the charges upon which 
persons ot American citizenship are de- 
tained In custody, and Minister Taylor 
at Madrid will push this demand to the 
end. 


There has been some friction all along 


between the Spanish officials in Cuba 
and Consul. General Lice whenever the 
latter was obliged to intervene In favor 
of arrested -American citizens. This 
has -grown out of a radical difference 
In construction placed upon the organic 
law. 


It is to be hoped that the crusado 


against trusts in New York will bear 
good fruit. Some other states will be 
ready to tacklo the monster combines 
c-fter New York gets through. 


The republicans of the city council

CONSUL GE-THRAL LEE. 


The state department has instructed 


the consul general to insist upon his 
right to have arrested Americans re- 
leased at the end of a period of deten- 
tion of 72 hours, or else that they be con- 
fronted with formal charges. Under the 
constitution governing the island, it is 


j provided that persons so arrested must 
! be brought before a juflse within 48 


I hours and must be confronted 
with 


charges within 72 hours, or be released. 


But, 
on 
occasions when the consul 


general claimed this privilege for an Im- 
prisoned American citizen, the Spanish 
officials, from the captain genorci.1 down, 
set up the plea that, in time of strife like 
this,' the civil code was suspended, and 
with, it the privileges claimed. 
Inas- 


much as It would amount to a total re- 
nunciation of the t'eneflts derived from 
the Gushing protocol to accept this view 
(the protocol was drawn to meet such 
conditions as now exist on the island), 
tlie department of state has steadfastly 
insisted upon claiming the right to have 
charges preferred 
against imprisoned 


Americans. The practice of Spanish of- 
ficials has not beeji consistent, for, in 
some instances, they have allowed the 
justice of our claims, and have dis- 
charged or tried the persons In whose 
behalf complaint is made, but in others 
they have Ignored our representations, 
and the indications are that they will 
yield the point only under strong pres- 
sure. 


At the beginning of the present month 


the state department had information 
that three naturalized American citizens 
were confined1 In Cuban jails, against 
viUom no charges had been preferred, 
and In whose Interest demands for re- 
lease are pejiding. They are Frank J. 
Larrieu, arrested at Cardenas, away 
I:ack in May last yea-r; Esteben Venero. 
naturalized in 1835, and arrested at Los 
P.tlos (Havana province), Eiept. 22 last, 
?.nd Jose Gonzales, naturalized In 1882, 
arrested at Las Mangas. Kov. 10 last, 
and now in prison at PInar Del Rio. 
This Is the official list, but there may. 
and undoubtedly are, a number of other 
American citizens In detention, of whose 
arrest neither Consul.Gener.il Lee or the 
stute department Is aware. The diffi- 
culties surrounding the effort to secure 
know-ledge of all such cases are very 
great, many of the arrests being made in 
the .Interior, remote from telegraph and 
all other means of communication, and 
In places where there are no other 
Americans to report the fact to the con- 
sul general. 


Of course, the Spanish officials are at 


no pains to take notice of aji appeal 
based on American citizenship, nor to 
report the fact that they have arrested 
an American citizen to the American 
consular office. 


Senator Sherman Is rapidly turning 


tigalnst everything American. He it was 
v,-ho pushed through the demonetization 
of silver in 1873, and who since advocated 
tho gold standard in various forms. He 
is now fighting hard for the ratification 
of the new treaty which would submit 
differences between 
this country and 


England to a court very strongly preju- 
diced in England's favor. But a short 
time ago he advocated the recognition of 
Cuba, and now h8 Is opposed to that 
policy.. 
Ever since he came to bo recog- 


nized as a member oJ MoKlnley's cabinet, 
his sympathiea seem to have undergone a 
change against his own country and in 
favor of England, Spain and anti-Ameri- 
can nations. This may be taken as an 
Indication of what his policy will be In of- 
-ice during the next four years.

to your committee, 


through the combined experience of our 
irembershlp. "Your committee, how- 
ever, Is well aware of and has un- 
•duubtedly made allowances for the ex 
pnrtc character 
of such testimony. 


Members of your committee having 
very courteously expressed their willing- 
ness to receive and consider any state- 
merits wo may present to the. committee, 
we now take occasion to express to you 
the desire of this league, which we be- 
lieve Is also the desire of "a large ma- 
jority of the business men'of the country, 
that the present revision of the tariff 
upon which are you engaged shall be a 
conservative one. 


While we understand that It is your 


Intention by this revision to obtaJn more 
revenue.and to protect American labor, 
we aslc that its "benefits and iis burdens 
be spread as nearly equally as possible, 
and so as to "foster-general rather than 
special Interests." We believe that the 
country .has had sufficient experience 
with tariffs to furnish a basis upon

these lines,, and we tender you ar.y as- 
sistance In that direction which you 
may desire from us. We will furnish 
you some .statistics from time to time 
and as soon as we are able to get them 
into proper form. 


We also take this opportunity to say 
that M - league, belnn- m favor of taking 
the tariff out of politics, favors the es- 
tablishment of a new department of the 
government, to be designated the "De- 
rrirtment of Commerce and Industry" 
(the scope of which we will not discuss 
here), and of a tariff bureau in that de- 
partment, which—after the present re-

for such denial and as a basis upon 
which It can be founded, It is stated 
that, according to the dispatch, Consul 
General Lee had asked for a warship 
to take him to the United States. What 
the consul general did do, It can be re- 
iterated on the highest authority, was 
to ask for warships to support him in 
his efforts to protect Americans in peril 
of their lives, and American Interests 
which were in Jeopardy.

A veto from Mr. Cleveland on a private 


pension bill brought out sharp criticism 
from ilr. Gailinger against the pres- 
ident's course. Mr. Morgan brought out 
in the course of Inquiries that all these 
bills would involve less expense than 
the amount which went to the syndicate 
taking the- bond issues. 
Mr. Hoar also 


commented on the modern methods of 
criticising the pension rolls.

EESTTLAXIONS EOS LENT 


. Aa-Sent Out to the Fngtora of the Various 


Churches. 


The Lenten regulations have bean made 


known to all the pastors of the Catholic 
churches hereabouts by circular 
from 


Archbishop Williams. 
They are practic- 


ally tho same aa those issued lust yeav. 


Among some of the rules are the fol- 


lowing: 


The following persons are exempted 


from the obligation of fasting: All under 
21 years of ago, and those of advanced 
age; tho siok, those who cannot tost with- 
out gravo injury to their health: women 
during pregnancy, or while nursing In- 
fants, and all those whose duties are of a 
Tery laborious or exhausting nature. 
Persons thus exempt from fasting are 
still bound by the law ol abstinence, 
except in cases of sickness or the like, or 
when dispensed as beloiy. 


By an aflult of the Holy See, 
granted 


Aug. 3, 1S37, for 10 years, the use of 
flesh meat is allowed ou Mondays, Tues- 
days, 
Thursdays 
and 
Saturdays—the 


•eoond and hist 
Saturdays oxcepted. 


Persons bound to fast may use ineut only 
once on these days, bnt those who are 
exempt f rom xastiug arc not thus .limited.. 
The uso of meat on Sundays is not limit- 
ed as to ths number of times. 


By virtue of another 
indult working 


people and their families are allowed 
meat—onoe o. day or oftenur, according 
as they are- bound to fast or exempt 
thereform—on tho second Saturday and 
on tho Wednesdays, except the first and 
last. 


This dispensation for working people 


extends also to days of lasting and absti- 
nence outside Lent, except Fridays and 
the vigil ot Christmas. 


Those who cannot conveniently take 


the principal meat of tho day at noon 
time may invert the order, taking the 
collation in the morning and dinner in tbe 
evening. 


The use of flesh meat and flsii is not al- 


lowed, not even on Sunday.

As he lias nc money with which to! 


provide himself with clothes, when cold i 
weuther comes ou at sen he is compelled i 
to visit the captain's "slop chest" foi 
the necessary clothing. The captain also 
supplies hira with tobacco and whatever ( 
else ho requires during tha voyage; so 
that when the ship gets in tho sailor 
has used np nearly all the money he hail 
left after paying the crimp to get him 
the ship. 
Again helpless, he once more 


falls into the bunds o£ tho boarding 
master, and tba story is repeated with 
littlo variation. 


Men with auy touch of independence 


in them will not stand this treatment, 
and the continued exidteiico of Iho sys- 
tem in this country has resulted in the 
degradation of the American sailors aud 
tho decline of our merchant mariuo. It 
also has nn effect on oar uaial force, as, 
while advances have been made in the 
construction of our warships, nothing 
has been done to train good sailors, and 
wo have now flno ships that are 110; well 
mauned because tho men who would i 
make good sailors will not remain such. : 
In other countries the crimping system 
has been almost entirely abolished. The 
punishment for impressing men into the 
service in that way is severe. 


While the system has been disconn- 


te'uanced by our congress and condemned 
by 
American 
shipowners, 
the lawa 


framed with a view to suppressing it 
have been so loosoly constructed that it 
has been impoBSiblo to secure a convic- 
tion under them. A measure devised by 
congress—the creation of shipping com- 
missioners' offices—has beet\ utterly in- 
effectual, as these commissioners appear 
to be in league with the shipowners nnd 
have been selected largely from 
the 


ranks of the crimps themselves, for, 
while the shipowners say they disap- 
prove of the system, the facts appear to 
justify 1h9 statement that they derive 
some benefit from it and do not discour- 
ago it, aa by its operations they are en 
nbleu to hire men at whatever they wish 
to pay, and wages oau thus be kept 
down. 


The remedy would ssem to lie in 


making it illegal for the sailor to sign 
away his future wages to any one not a | 
member of his family. 
If the crimp ] 


were nnable to get the sailor's money, j 
he would shortly lose all interest in 
Jack's welfare. 
The suggestion to li- 


cense tho crimps would merely result in 
greater misery and closer slavery for the 
EaiJor, who would, in the end, pay the 
fee. 
And as for tbe pleu that American 


shipowners and sailors are dependent 
npoi) tha crimping system for protection 
against foreign competition, the weak- 
ness of that argument can ba shown by 
a single statement: In the' coasting 
trade, which is absolutely protected by 
American laijs, 9o per cent of the meii 
ore'foreigners. 


The bill introduced by Congressman 


Quigg in the Fifty-fourth congress in 
not designed to suppress the orimp, but 
only to 'convict and punish him, and if 
it passes-it is thought a rigid, enforce- 
ment of its provisions will materially, 
bettor the sailor's condition. 


ilr. Furuseth laid especial stress,npou 


.the faot thai the sailor is the only la- 
borer that is liable to imprisonment for 
breaking his contract, arid as this makes 
it almost impossible for him to strike 
he is practically helpless and must look 
to outsiders for assistance in freeing j 
himself. The necessity at making it il- 
legal for the sailor to pay ont money he 
has not earned was also insisted upon.

The bride was 
many years the Junior of her husband. 


Blondln crossed 
Niagara Falls on 


June :;0. 1S53, in the presence of nearly 
60.00.0 people. 
It -was the first time this 


faat had ever been attempted. The fol- 
lowing yeax he made tiie trip across 
Niagara river, just above the falls, 
nearly GO times, and on Sept. 14, I860, he 
carried a. man across on liis back. The 
Prince of Wales witnessed this per- 
formance, and, when Elondin WJLS pre- 
sented to him, the prince exclaimed: 
"Thank God. it's all over." 


A favorite criclc of his was to carry a 


stove to the middle of the tightrope 
span and there cook a meal, which he 
•would lower to the crowd below. He 
never used a safety net, and he always 
explained that he never lelt any feai 
when on the rope. The only accident 
v hich he suffered Is said to have been 
d'.ie to the carelessness of another person. 
He would never

smoke. 


Though a Frenchman by birth, he lived 
in England In . a. fine .villa, wlilch he 
named Niagara.
